V St George 


If pressure brings out the best in players then the members of the St George eleven should be champions. They have 
had nothing but pressure over the past two seasons. The main pressure has been the fear of relegation, not the best sort 
of pressure to live with. Raul Blanco who took over the coaching job in mid-season, 1979, has had a nightmare fifteen 
months. The first thing he discovered was that the players who had starred under his leadership at Melita Eagles weren't 
up to the standard required in the Philips League of Australia. Nick Fenoughty had been a goal scoring machine in the 


State League but he didn’t fire at all for St George. 


A couple of months ago St George signed some 
outstanding players — Peter Stone and Ernie Campbell 
among them. In the first match in which they took the 
field they scored a great win over Blacktown City. The 
score was a convincing 4-1. Critics agreed that the club 
had at last turned the corner. Their points tally stood at 
nine after that game. 

But in the next game Canberra City reversed that 
scoreline and over the subsequent five matches they 
picked up only three points. 

Back to square one. 

Perhaps it was unfortunate for St George that Peter 
Stone was cup tied, as was another mid-season signing, 
John Russell. In the match against Marconi on the 
weekend of August 2/3 St George dipped out of the 
League Cup with a 0-4 defeat. A loss of those dimensions 
can affect the morale of any side. 

Still, they showed their quality by holding Brisbane 
Lions to a 0-0 scorline the following weekend. It takes 
character to do that. The return of Stone and Russell 
probably made the difference. 

Newcastle soccer fans have always had a high regard 
for Peter Stone. He ranks with Col Curran, Ray Baartz 
and Joe Senkalski as one of our favoured sons, a class 
player. Since Wests were swallowed up by Leichhardt he 
has fallen on hard times but the quality is certainly there. 

Barring injuries the line-up for the Dragons today will 
be:— Fraser, McIntosh, Scharfegger, Skeen, Hadley, 
Russell, Katholos, Kay, Duarte or Cotton and Campbell. 

That last player, Ernie Campbell is the danger man 
for today but he has some sharpshooters around him in 
Duarte or Cotton and Paul Kay, another Australian 
whizz kid. Paul has the distinction of having won the Roy 
Crowhurst trophy in two consecutive years, a feat that 
even Joe Senkalski could not equal. He has played in 
both midfield and striker positions and he has 
tremendous talent. 

Dennis Duarte turned in some great performances in 
the first half of the competition and found the net 
embarrassingly often as far as his opponents were 
concerned. : 

So the potential is there. 

The big question is whether St George are going to be 
happy to settle for a point. At this stage of the season a 
point a game might be enough to push them above_ 
Blacktown City and West Adelaide and thus keep them 
safe from the dreaded thirteenth and fourteenth places. 
Whether we shall see negative tactics from them is very 
much the question.

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MARADONA: 


The World’s Best No. 10 


Six years ago the boys of Argentinos Juniors 
were coming off the pitch after being narrowly 
beaten in .the youth championship final by 
Santiago in Cordoba. 


In the midst of the pandemonium, one of the 
‘Santiago players put his arm around the shoulders 
of a distressed opponent and told him: “You've 
got nothing to cry for. One day you'll be the best 
No. 10 in the world.” 


That day has just arrived for Diego 
Maradona, the boy so disappointed in defeat who 
has just exploded in Europe with his devastating 
displays against England and Austria. 


Although sudden wealth and fame have a 
habit of producing a lot of instant friends, the 
signs are that Maradona, this 5 feet 6 inches ball of 
muscle:and inventive genius, can keep his feet on 
the ground. 


That much was obvious as early as February 
1977, when he made his Argentina debut as a 
second half substitute in a 5-1 win against 
Hungary in Boca’s Bombonera Stadium. 


Maradona is almost a throwback toa different 
age; the story he tells, once you manage to prise 
out words about his background, bears marked 
resemblance to that of other great Argentines 
before him, such as Alfredo DiStefano and Omar 
Enrique Sivori. 

The poor home... the games on waste land... 
making a ball out of tin cans and socks because 
no-one could afford the real thing .. . no proper 
boots . . . and practising those ball skills against a 
wall under a street light until three in the morning. 


It’s a tough school from which Maradona has 
emerged. And for everyone like him who makes it 
to the top, to the pinnacle where foreign clubs are 
offering $4 million, there are hundreds who don’t. 


Maradona’s international career received a 
stunning blow just over two years ago when he 
was omitted from the 22-man World Cup squad. 


Coach Cesar Menotti had worked up until the 
deadline with 25 players, who knew that three 
would have to be dropped. 


Maradona was one of the three. He says: “I 
was so upset. I just wanted to run home and hide. 
Now that I’ve had time to think it all out properly I 
understand Menotti’s reasons. He was right. I was 
too young. I hadn’t had the kind of experience to 
cope with the pressures of a World Cup ofa long 
concentration. But at the time. . .” 


However, unknown to Maradona, Menotti 
had long had his plans clearly mapped out for the 
Argentinos Juniors inside left. 


First would come the South American youth 
championships across the River Plate, in 
Montevideo. Then the full national side’s tour of 
Europe, then the World Youth Cup in Japan. 
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Menotti says of Maradona: “He’s the direct 
heir to all the great Argentine players of the past. 
You can see something of our old football in his 
every movement. The youngsters are surprised by 
his artistry, the older fans see in him a Sivori. 


“For me, he recalls a mixture of many of the 
talents of both Pele and Puskas. But he’s not a 
second one of either. He’s Maradona, his own 
man. I hope he stays that way. That he keeps this 
same style, maintains his character. 


“Sometimes he’s a bit slow to go and look for 
the ball, but Pele was the same at his age. This 
comes with time. Diego has the potential to 
become the world’s No.1.” ~ 


Maradona made his league debut on October 
26, 1976 — 10 days before his 16th birthday. 

Only four months later and Menotti named 
him in the national squad for a friendly against 
Hungary. “He’s just in for the experience.” 
Menotti told the newspapers, but secretly he had 
other plans. 


Calling Maradona aside, he told him: “If 
everything goes well, you'll play part of the game. 
Tell your parents if you like — but don’t dare tell 
the newspapers!” 

And so, in the 65th minute, Maradona gained 
his first surprise taste of international football as 
substitute for Leopold Luque. 


Maradona later laid on a goal for Rene 
Houseman with a beautiful through pass which 
disected the Hungarian defence and he gained 
three more caps in the run-up to the World Cup 
Finals. 


Then came a period of unrest highlighted by 
his World Cup exclusion. 

But now, after his displays in Europe there is 
4ittle doubt that Maradona will be among the first 
players selected for Spain in 1982. 


The-way in which he took Johan Neeskens 
apart in the World Cup Final ‘repeat’ in 
Switzerland last year; then the way in which he 
bewildered Scotland, scoring one goal when he 
nearly had three, underlined that this is the man to 
guide Argentina towards retaining the World 
Cup. 


And just to confirm his standing, he 
devastated England with a masterful display at 
Wembley Stadium last month and a week later 
struck a memorable hat-trick in a 5-1 win over 
Austria in Vienna.

“I once said of Maradona,” recalls Menotti, 
“that he reminded me in certain ways, of the 
young Pele. Everybody twisted my words and said 
I believed Maradona to be the new Pele. That’s 
not right. 


“This boy is the First Maradona.”

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Our Top Four Prespects 


Our position at the end of the twenty first 
series is almost identical with that in 1979. 
Then we lay fifth but there were sides just 
below us on the table with games in hand. 
Among them was Heidelberg United with 
two games in hand. They put on a whirlwind 
finish which had them in the top four a few 
matches later and they seemed to be going so 
well that most people gave them a good 


chance of winning the top four 


championship. It didn’t turn out that way. 
Marconi hung on to take out all the goodies. 

Heidelberg’s run squeezed out United 
and Adelaide City who had been a spot 
above us as they are now. 

Our situation is different from last year’s 
in one particular respect. We have had 
trouble scoring goals in 1980 and we have a 
deficit in the goals for and against. Last 
Sunday’s match against Adelaide City 
helped in two ways. First it brought us level 
with them on points. Second it reduced our 
deficit to two. 

Teams don’t usually make the top four 
with such poor statistics behind them. 

Any plans for making the end-of-season 
championships have to be based on the 
assumption that we are going to maintain 
the form that allowed United to beat South 
Melbourne and Adelaide City. A corollary is 
that we overcome the problems posed by 
sides intent on taking a point home from 
Newcastle’s International Sports Centre — 
Footscray and their like. 

We have one thing going for us. We have 
to play South Melbourne again. That is the 
side we must push out of the four. All being 
well, a win in Melbourne could put us into 
the four. 

Indications are that Adelaide City has 
lost the impetus that Justin Fashanu gave 
them during his stay in Australia. (He scored 
a hat-trick for Norwich last weekend.) South 
Melbourne aren’t at their best right now 
either. They could get only a point from 
Canberra last Sunday. That was a0-0 result, 
too. 

- One other worry is that a team might 
come from below with a Heidelberg-like 
burst. But that.doesn’t appear likely either. 
Lions, admittedly playing their second game 
in five days, went down to a disastrous 1-4 
defeat at the hands of Blacktown City last 
Sunday. Canberra are in the horrors and 
Footscray should be happy to avoid 
relegation if their display in Newcastle is any 
indication. 

Let’s see what the draw holds in store for 
South Melbourne, Adelaide City, Newcastle 
KB United and Brisbane Lions.

Adelaide City: Heidelberg (A), South

Those fixtures are capable of all sorts of 
interpretations. The only certainty is that 
South Melbourne has the easiest draw. It 
meets only one side above it on the table at 
the moment — Marconi. For both Adelaide 
City and Newcastle KB United there are 
three such fixtures. For Brisbane Lions there 
are also three but they couldn’t approach the 
matches against Brisbane City and 
Leichhardt with any great confidence. 

On figures it looks as if Neweastle United 
will finish fifth with South Melbourne in 
fourth spot and Adelaide City sixth. 

But there could be upsets and that is 
what every battling side has to count on. One 
upset we wouldn’t want to see is a win by 
Adelaide City over South Melbourne unless 
it was a complete form reversal: Both those 
sides threaten our prospects at this stage soa 
draw might be a better result for us. 

In the long run it amounts to Newcastle 
United playing well enough to take the 
majority of the points leading up to the clash 
in Melbourne with South Melbourne. 
Providing all goes well it might mean that a 
win in the last match gets us into the fourth 
place. 

Let’s look at recent performances by the

Can Adelaide City repeat its win in the last

The goalkeeper, 
Oliver, may just be a little below the general 
standard.

They have the 
flair and variation in their play to overcome the 
hurdle posed by Lions’ central defenders,jCol 
Bennett and Jim Hermiston. The latter is still 
rated as the best player in the league and Bennett is 
not far behind him. 


The spin-off from this match is a real bonus for 
Newcastle. It happens that our side travels to 
Lions Stadium on the weekend following the Cup 
semi-final. Whether Lions are beaten by Marconi 
is immaterial. So much will have been taken out of 
their players that it should augur well for United's 
chances. That is one premiership match we must 
win if we are to sustain our run towards a top four 
spot. In a sense we could not have had a luckier. 
combination of fixtures. 


The final of the Philips Cup will Be planed at 
Bruce Stadium and those who travel there for the 
match could book their accommodation now in 
the confident expectation of seeing Heidelberg do 
battle with Marconi. That will be some match! It 
will be played on a beautiful surface on which two 
skilful sets of players can be expected to show 
their best. No doubt the media in the Australian 
Capital Territory are rubbing their hands in glee.

Unless the club grades its players and has a 
squad big enough to allow for some substitutions 
a coach can be stuck with such problems. At 
P.S.L. level this can happen too. It depends on the 
talent available and the funds at the manager’s 
disposal.
